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A PREFACE. 
| S Baptiſm & putting on Chrilt, giving up our Names to Hint ; being 
Admitted as His Diſciples ; and a Publick Proteſhon of His Do- 
Qtrin : So the Renounting of aur Bapii\in, - & Publick « Diſowns+ 
ing of Him ; and a Formal Apoſtaly from Fi Religion. 

Therefore the Devil has beew moſk buſic in all az's (but has pre« 
wvail:d moſt, in our latter Corrupt timts) #0 Prejudice Men, by many Hh 
Pretences, atainſt this Divine In{titution. Having been able toperſwade ſome 
quite to throw it off," as Pernicious and Hurttul : Orhers to think it on- 
ly Lawful to be done, but to lay no great ſtreſs upon it, and ſo uſe it, where 
it is Enjoined, as a thing Inditterent. Others acny it to Intants, apors 
this only Ground, That they are not ſuppos'd Capable of being Admitted inte 
the Covenant of Gor!, which He has made with Men : For, if they are Capa- 
ble of being admitted into the Covenant, there can be no Reaſon to deny 
them the outward Seal of it. 

But this being Foreign to my preſent Undertaking. which is to De- 
monſtrate to the Quakers the Neceſſity of an Outward or Water-Baptilm, 
in the General ( for as to Perſons capable of it, we have no Controver« 
fie with thoſe who deny it to All) therefore, I have not digreſfd into ane- 
ther Subjett, which i, that of Inlant Baptiſm, in the following Diſcourle. 

I. Tet thus much I will ſay of it, in this place, That Infants are Capable of 
being admitted into the Covenant, and therefore that they cannot be Excluded 
from the outward Seal of it. The Conſequence the Baptiſts cannot deny. And 
that they are Capable, I thus prove. They were Capable under the Law, and 
before the Law, of beins admittted as Members of the Covenant in Chriſt to 
come, made with Abraham, by ehe Seal of Circumciſion, as the Age of Fight 
Days : And therefore there can be no Reaſon to Exclude them from the ſame 
Privilege, to the ſame Covenant, now that Chrifl. is come ; unleſs Chrilt had | 
debarr'd them from it : The Law ſtanding ftill, a3 it was, where He has not 
Alter'd, or Fulfill'd it. But He has not debarr d them. Nay, on the contrary, He 
has yet further confirm'd their being within the Covenant, Fle called al.it- 
tle Child, (Var. xvii. 2, 3, 5.) and ſet bim in the miaſt of His Apoitles ; and 
Propoſed him as a Pattern to Them, and to all Adult Chriſt tans, And ſaid,T hat 
one [bould enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, except thoſe who ſhould 
become as little Children. And that whoever did Receive a Little Child i 
His Name, did Receive Chriſt Himſelf. - And(ver 106.) in Heaven, their 
Ang-ls ((aith Chriſt ) do always behold the Face of my Father which isir 
Heaven. And there fore He bids us Take heed thatwe deipile not one of theſe 
Little Ones ; by which term tho Adult Perſons are ſometimes meant, yet inthe 
Texts before quoted,it is expreſly apply d to Little Children. And what greater 
Deſpiſing of them can be than to Rejett them as no Members of Chriſt's Body, 
and conſequently unworthy of the outward Seal of His Covenant ? Chriſt 
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Chriſt was diſpleafed with His Diſciples (Mar. x. 14.) for hindr ing youn 
Children to b: brought unto Him, And will He be plealed withthe Fapriſts 
for the ſame thing? Netook the little Children up in His Arms, put His 
hands upon them, and blcfled them. Did He Blels theſe who were not Capa- 
ble of being within His Covenant ? He ſaid, Ot luch is the Kingdom of God, 
which is a term our Saviour ng, to Expreſs the Covenant of the Goſpel) 
Are they not then within the Covenant of the Golpel? The Apoſtle /ays, that 
where either of the Parents ts a Chriſtian, (x Cor, vii. 14.) the Children are 
Holy : That is, wit hin the Covenant of Chritt. And purſuant to this,when any 
man was Converted, his Children were Baptized with himſelf. T his is the me a- 
ning of what we read ſo often in Ihe Acts, that ſuch a Man was Paptized with 
his tlouſhold. And it was the Crftom before with the Jews, that when they ad. 
mitted any man as a Proſelyte 10 their Relizion, they Baptized his Children 
with himſeif, Tet! his {uffice for the preſent. Anda Proceed, 

I. When Rebellion had filly c mpleated it ſelf, im the Murther of the 
King, 1648. It ſoon ſpars d a miltifarious Schilm of 30 or 40 different Reli- 
gions i» England,at the [are time, of which Catalogues were then Printed ft 
of all theſe threw zway Baptiſm : And threaten d an immediate and total Over - 
throw of the Chriſtian Religion, ia this Iland. But, by the great Mercy of God, 
the Reſtauration of the Church, with the King, 1660. hes extingu; bed the 
very Names and Memory of theſe, all but 4 or 5 of the Principal Sets. The 
Presbyterians, (Mother of all the reſt Independents, Ana-bapriſts, Quakers, 
and Nu gictonians. I a tola of ſome Sweet-lingers, got up of late, But 
they are yet inconſiderable.T hey may Increaſe,and all the reſt Reviveif warm'd by 
# Plenitnde of Indulgence. The Socinians, or Unitarians, are already got 
wery high, who make aothing of the Sacraments, bat as In-cftetual Forms. 
So think the Deilts, who pretend to higher Quality than theſe. And the Lati- 
tudinarians will quarrel Wit!) One of theſe. {{ Deilts are Latitudinarians p 
and, tho' they deſpiſe Papriſm, and all Revecal'd Inſtitutions, vet they can ſubmit 
roihem, becauſe they are Eltabliſhed by Law, as they would to any thing elſe, ra- 
ther than loſe a Penny, or their Fale. But the Quakers and Mu gletonians 
have (more ſincerely) Rejeffed Baptiſm, as not allowable, becauſe they think ſo. 

HI. The Presbyterians, Independents, Cc. do indeed uſe Baptiſm ; but as 
4 thing ſo indifterent, that many of ther will ſuffer a Child to dye without it, ra- 
ther than Baptize it Privately,or wot upon 4 Sermon or LeEture-day,or before 
Sermon, rather than after it ; Ana an Inſtance canbe given, ſence this late Efta- 
bli!l ment of Presbytery inScotland,of a Child who dyed in the Church, in Ser- 
mon-time ; but the Miniſter ſuffered that, and the repeated Requeſts of the Pa- 
rents, rather than go out of his womted method of Baptizing atter Sermon, he 
#houzht Paptilm ſo little material ! 
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But the People being #s'd to a greater veneration of Paptiim, under the Epiſco» 
pal Adminiſtration, and. taking the Presbyterian contempt of it ſomewhat untaſi- 
ty, the Presbyterian Miniſters there, to jnſtruct them better, had publick Preach 
ments,all over the Nation,to ſbew the no Neceſſity of the Outward or Water-bap- 
tiſm, I will not ſay the Ex6115 Presbyterians go [0 far ; they are one Degree 
further from the League & Covenant. 1 hear that they do now Adminiſter Bap- 
ctiſmPrivarst yin and aboutLondon.Which the Independents do ftil{Refaſe, 
(1 have it from ſome of themſelves)let the caſe be never ſo urgent even tho? the child 
ſpould aye without it, before one of their Sermon or Lecture-days. As for the other 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper,l hear that ſome Independcnt ( oxpregations in 
London are come to uſe it Monthly. Azd the Presbyterians more frequently than 
they uid to do ; or than they do in other places, The frequency of Communion 
the Epiſcapal Churches,in ſont manner forcing them to it that their people might 
»ot think themſelves more negletted by them, than others are. But their own Incli- 
nation,exd the V alue they have for this Sacrament will better appear by their Be* 
haviour while they had the Power in t betr own hands ; and could Diftat to others, 
onſtead of Following or Compl ying nith them. And auring their Gor ernment in 
the late Revolution,ths' they did not downeright (as the Quakers) declare War 
againſt it, & Fxtripate it at once ; yet they plainly ſeem'sd to have had a deſign to 
have Inch'd it by Degrees ont of the world,as far as it was in their power, by letting 
it fall into Diſſuetude,thar ſo it might be | orgotten,& Dye. And they had almoſt 
Effeited it among thoſe Unhappy People that were led by them. For from the Birth 
of their Covenant, A. D. 1638. they had not this Sacrament in many Pariſhes in 
Scotland, ſome for m__ for 12, ſome for 15 years ; which was almoſt their whole 
Reign. And inthe Indulg'd and Conniv'd at Pariſbes to the Tear 168 3.many per- 
ſons (who were not Debarr'd for any Exception ao ainſt them) ſome of 50,60,70,and 
8o years of Age, never receiv d this Sacrament once in their lives : This I know 
from certain Information. And ſince their preſent Eſtabliſhment in thisRevolution, 
their neglett of this Sacrament 1s likewiſeNotorious. Four Tears after which,v1z.im 
the year 1693. it had not been Adminiſtred in Edenbrugh; & but once ayear, at the 
moſt, ſince. We may imagine then how it has been obſerved in the Country Pariſhes. 
LV. The Presbyterians i» the North of Ireland, are 4 Sprig of the Scotch 
Covenant Tranſplanted thither : Which in that change of Soile, has takew 
deep Root, and ſpread Intolerably. And the Biſhop of Derry, is bis late Clear and 
Rational Diſcourſe concerning the Inventions of Men in the Worſhip of God, 
And Two following Admonitions,has maae it fully appear,That not One in Ten 
of them do ever Receive this Sacrament in the whole Courſe of their Lives : And 
the reſt very rarely, even now ſince this laſt Revolution. And in the Former Re- 
volt ion of 41, be gives Undeayable Inſt ances, that in ſeveral Churches, even in

SECT. I. 
That Matth. xxviii. 19. was meant of Water-Baptiſim, 


Teach all Nations, Baptiz.ing them in the Name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy Gho#t. 

The Qaakers will not own that the Baptiſm here mentioned 
was the Outward, or Water-baptiſm : Which I will endeavour to 
make very plain, that it was; and that in the firſt place, 

From the Siznification and Erymology of the word Baptize. 


1. The word is a Greek word, and only made Engliſh by our 
conſtant ulage of it-: It ſignifies to Waſb, and gap *d to this 
Sacrament 0 iſm, becauſe that is an outwa Lbing. 

To Waſb i_ Baprize are the very ſame; and if the word

But becauſe the word Baptize was grown a Technical Term, 
in other Languages, whereby to expreſs the Holy Sacrament of 
Bapriſmslong before our Exgliſb Tranſlation,theretore our Tran- 
Cators did rightly retain the word Baprize in this Text, Marrh, 
XXV111,,19, agd in other Texts which ſpeak of that Holy Sacra- 
new, ; 1. s , 

But in other places they rranſte the word Baptize, as Mark 
Vil, 4. When they come from the Market £xy un Banliowrra:i, CXCC 
they are Baptized, which we literally tranllate except they Waſh, 
_ in the ſame Verſe, Barhopus-rorugtur, &&c. The Bapriſms 
of Caps and Pots, &c. 'which we tranſlate the 1 aſbing of Cups 
and Pots, And Heb. ix. 10. ſpeaking of theſe Legal Inſtituti- 
ons, which ſtood only in Meats and Drinks, and divers Waſhings, 
and carnal Ordinances, &c, the word which we here tranſlate 
Waſbings, is, in the Original, Bazouos, Baprgſmrs : In Meats 
and Drinks, and divers Baptiſms, And in the /Mear Latin, the 
Greek word is retained in both theſe Texts, Mark vu. 4. /N'i/s 
Baptizentur, non Comedunt, Except they arc Baptized, 5. e. 
1/aſb their Hands, they cat not. And Baptiſmata Calicum, &c. 
The Bapriſms of Caps, &c, And Heb. ix. 10. In Cibis & Potibus, 
7 wariis Baptiſmatibus ; i. &. In Meats and Drinks, and divers 
Bapriſms, So that it is plain that the word Bapri/ms, and the 
wotd Waſhing, tho? not the ſame word, have yet the ſelf-ſame 
meaning. 


2, It is true, that the word Baptiſzz is often taken in a Fizara- 
tive and Allegorical Senſe, ro mean the Inward BarTr5M, the 
Il aſbing, or es of the Heart : But ſo is the word Waſbing 
alſo, as often, as Jer.iv.14, &c. And there 15 ſcarce a Word in the 
World but is capable of many Figerarive and Alegorical Mean- 
ings. Thus Circumciſion is very often usd for the Inward Cir- 
cumciſion or Parity of the Heart; And Fire is taken to expreſs 
Bowe, and likewiſt Axger, and many other things. 

But it is a receiv'd Rule for rhe Interpretation of Scriptere, 
and indeed of all other Writings and Words, that the plain Lz: 
teral Meaning is always to be taken, where there is no manifeſt 
Contradittion or Abſurdity vin it ; as when a Man is ſaid to have . 
a Fire burning in his Bres#, it capnot be meant of the Literal 
Fire : ſo when we. ate commanded to Wafb or Circymeiſe our 

| arts, 
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Hearts, and thelike. "But, on the other hand, if any Man will 
take upon him to underſtand Words in a Figurative be , at his 
own will and pleaſure, without an apparent Neceſſity the 
Scope and Coherence, he ſets up to Bentey, and leaves no Cerrain- 
ty in.any Words or Expreſſions in the World, Therefore I will 
conclude this Point of the natural Signification and Erymolegy of 
the word Baptize: And, unleſs the Qzakters can ſhew an appa- 
rent Contraaittion or Abſurdity to take it in the Literal Significa- 
tion, 1n this Text, Meth. xxviii. 19. then it muſt be meant of 
the OuTward WasmxG or BaeTISM, becauſe that is the only 
Trae, and Proper, and Literal Signification of the Word. 

And it will be further Demonſtrated in the next SeiFion, that 
there can be no Contradittion or Abſurdity to wake it in a Literal 
Senſe, becauſe the Apoſtles, and Others thereunto Commiſſione- 
red by them, did PraQtile it, in the Literd Senſe.

That. this was Water-Baptiſm there can be no Doubx, be-

For, as before is ſaid, the oxtward 
and miraculous Eftets of the Baptiſm with the Holy Gho#t were 
not then given. And ſince it Was an O«rward, it muſt be rhe 
Water-baptiſm, for there was then no other, 

Obj. But the Qe«kers ſtart an Objection here, That it is ſaid 
obs iv. 2. Teſws himſelf _ not, but his Diſciples, 

1. Anſ. ho Jeſus himſelf baptized not,yet it 1s ſaid in the Verſe 
foregoing, that He made an _— 1c. thoſe whom Hs 
Dios by His Order, Baptized. For, if it had not been done 
by His Order, it cou'd not be ſaid that he had Baptized thoſe 
whom his Diſciples Baptized. Bur becauſe, He that doeth a thing 
by Another, is Cid to do it Himfelf, therefore Chri# himſelf 1s 
faid to have Baptized rhoſe, whom his Diſciples, by his Order, 
did Baptize. ; 

2. Anſw. That Baptizing which Chri#t is ſaid to have Admi- 
niſtred himſelf, John 111, 26, might have been at another Time 
than that which is mentioned in the 4th Chapter : And then the 
conſequence will only be this, Thar, at ao Times, Chri# did 
Baptile Himſelf"; and at other Times, he left it to his DpRs, 
'Fho, as roour Argument, it is the ſame thing, whether he did 
it Himſelf, or commanded his Dsſciples to do it. For, either 
way, it 15 his Baptiſmn, his Onely ;, lus Diſciples did but Adminiſter 
what he commanded. 

IT. As Chri#t himſelf did Baptize with Water, agd his-Diſct- 
ples, dy his Commandment, while he was with them upon 
Earth ; ſg did hus 4 o/tles, and Others, thereunto by them com- 
mifhonated, after his Death, and Reſurrettion, by vertue of his 
Command to them, Marth. xxviii.

What is faid above of the E:ymology and true Siznification of 
the word Baptize, is, of itſelf, ſutheient to prove,that by Bapriſm 
in this Text,the outward Baptiſm with Water is meant : eſpecially 
till the Quakers can ſhew any Contradittion or Abſerdity in has 
xing the word taken in the propes and rev ſenſe, in KA) and 
the ather Texts which ſpeak of it. Aad 
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And'this will be very hard to do, fince, as it is juft now 
ved, that Chri# did Borizs abr on as well nl And 
what Abſurdity, or Contradittion can be alledged, that his 4po- 
files ſhouw'd Adminiſter the ſame fort of Baptri/mr, after his Death, 
as he had Praiſed and Commanded during his Life ? . Nay 
rather, what Reaſon can be given, why they ſhou'd not be the 
lame, ſince the ſame word, i. e. Baprize, is us'd in Both, and no 
new Senſe or Acceptation of the word is ſo much as hinted? And' 
therefore to put any new ſenſe or acceptation of the-#vord, muſt 
be wholly Arbitrary and Precariows. 

But, as I promiyd, I will Demonſtrate yet more fully and 
plainly, that the Apoſtles did Prattiſe the Outward, i. e. Water- 
rj after CynasT's death, | 

Atts x. 27. Can any Man forbid Water, that theſe ſbou"d not 
be Baptized ? 

Acts vin. 36. . As they (Philip «#4 the Eunuch) went on their 
way, they came to a certain Water, and the Eanuch ſaid, See here is 
Water, what doth hinder me to be Baptized? — And (Verſe 38.)

E Society is Excluſive of all others who are 
not of that Soczery - eureis it cou'd not be a Society: for that 
ſuppaſes the Men of that Soctety, to be thereby diſtinguiſhed 
from other Men : And that ſuppoſes as much that there muſt be 
ſome outward and wiſible Form whereby to Initiate Men, and in 
title them to be Members of ſuch-a Soctery :- otherwiſeut cou'd not 
be known who were Members. of it, and -who were not; and it 
wou'd thereby ipſo fatto ceaſe to be a Society ; for it cou'd not 
then be diſtinguiſhed from the reſt of ind : as a River is 
loſt in the Sez, becauſe it is no longer diſtinguiſh'd from it, but 

to make up a part of it, 

From hence it appears, that the Chereh, being an o#tward and 

viſible Society, muſt have ſome outward and w/ible Form to in- 


tiate Men, and make them Members of that Soczery. 


2dly, That Baptiſm was that outward Form. All the ſeveral 
Raptiſms that were before Chri#*s, were all meant for Iniriating 
Forms. The Jews had a Cuſtom long before Chri#, to initiate 
the Proſelites or Converts to their Religion, not only by Circam- 
ces, ut by Baptizing, or Waſbing them with Water. The 

ame was the meaning of John's Baptiſm, to make Men his Di- 
ſeiples. And the ſame was the meaning of Chris Baptiſm, to 
initiate Men into the Chriſtian Religion, and make them Diſci- 
ples of Chyitt, 

Hence Baptizing Men, and making them Diſciples, mean the 
ſame thing. "Thus Joh iv. 1. it is ſaid, That Sf made and 
baptized more Diſciples than John. That is, be baptized them 
Diſciples which was the Form of Making them fuch. If any* 
will ſay, that he baprized them to be Diſciples ro Jobs, that will 
be an{wer'd Set, YI. But as to the preſent Point, it.is the ſame 


thing 
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thing whoſe Diſc;ples they were made ; for,we are now only to 
ſhew that woe! in £e was an Initiating Form, - 

And when Chri# praftiſed i, as well as John, as this Text 
does. expreſly declare, no Reaſon can be given that he did not 
uſe it as an Initiating Form, as well as John; eſpecially when 
the Text docs expreſs that he did mate them Diſciples, by bapti- 
zing of them, as above is ſhewn, | 

And purſuant to this, when Chri# ſent his Apoſtles to convert 
all Nations, his Commilſion of Baptizing was as large as that of 
Teaching, Matth. xxviu. 19, Go [£aCcH all Nations, BayT1ZzING: 
them, &c. 5. e, Baptizing all who ſhall receive your word. And 
accordingly it is fazd, Ads in. 41. They that received the word 
were baptized. Purſuant to what the Apoſtle had preached to 
them Verſe 28. Repent and be baptized. 

And accordingly we find ir the conſtant Cuſtom to baprize all 
that were converted to the Faith, Thus Paul, tho miraculoeſly 
converted from Heaven, was commanded to be baptized, Ats 
XX11,16, And he baptized Lydia, and the Jaylor, and their Houſe- 
holds, as {oon as he had converted them, As xvi. 15, 33. And 
the Corinthians, As xviu. 8, And the Diſciples of John, who 
had got yet been made Chriftians, Aﬀts xix. 5, Philip did ba- 
pt:<e the Exnnch, as ſoon as he believed in Chriit, Acts vin. 37, 
38. And Peter, immediately upon the Converfion of Cornelrus, 
and thoſe with ham, ſaid, Caz any Man forbid Water, that theſe 
ſhowd not be baptized ? Acts x. 47. 

It wou'd be endleſs tro enumerate all the like Inſtances of Ba- 
ptiſm, in the New Teftament. And it was always usgd as an 
Initiating Form, 


zdly, Baptiſm was not only an Initiating Form : But it ſerv'd * 
for nothing elle. For it was never to be repeated. As a Man can 
be borx bur once into this World, 'fo he can be but once regenera- 
ted, or bor# into the Church; which ts therefore, in Scriptere, cal- 
led the New Birth, |

So 
neither were Men twice baptized into the Chriſtian Faith, more 
than they were twice Circumciſed, or Admitted into the Charch, be- 
fore Chri#, 

Thus having proved, 1ſt, That the Church 1s an outward and 
viſible Society. 2dly, That Bapti/r was the Initiating Form of 
Admitting Mea into that Society. 3dly, That it was only an 
Initiating Form, T think the Conſequence is undeniable, that 
this Baptiſm muſt be an outward and viſible Form : Becauſe other- 
wile it cou'd be no Sign or Badge of an Admiſhon into an outward 
and wiſible Society ; - ſuch a Badge muſt be as outward as the 
Soctety. 

Again, AQts of inward F:ith are, and ought to be often repeat- 
ed : Therefore this Baptiſm, which cowd not be repeated, cou'd 
wot be the imward, but the outward Baptiſm. 


And thus having prov*d that Baptiſm commanded Muth.

And purſuant to this, it is obſervable, that none is ever ſaid, 
in the Scripture, to baptize with rhe Holy Ghoit but Chritt alone :

And therefore, it that Baptiſm commanded Marth. xxviit. 19.

And in all theſe the Bapriſms of Chriit does differ vaſtly from 
the Baptiſms both of John and the Jews, 1.

athly, He is greater who inftitures a Baptiſm, than thoſe who 


: only aaminiſter a Baptiſm ot another's appointment ; Therefore 
if Chrift did bapti=c with the Baptiſm of John, it argues John to 


be greater than Chrift, and Chriſt to be but a Arntſter of John. 
5thly, All the Jays who had been baptized with the Bapti/an 
of John, did not turn Chriftians ;- theretore John's Bapriſm was 


nor rhe Chriſtian Bapti W. 


6thly, Thoſe of Johr's Diſciples, who turned Chriſt/ans, were 
vaptized over again, in the Name of Chri/t ; of winch there 15a 
remarkable Inſtance, As xix. tov. 7. But the ſame Baptiſm 
was never repeared ( as-is ſhewn above, Sz. HI. Nemb. in.) 
therefore the Baptiſm which the Apoſiles did adminiſter, was not 


John's Baptiſm. 


Ithly, The Form of the Baptiſm which Chriff commandetd 


; Mat xxviii. 19. was, In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and 


of the Holy Ghoſt : But that was not the Form of John's Baptiſm : 
Therciore that was not Johns Baptiſm, Se what is before faid 
See. V.. Num. ii, of the Ditterence of Baptiſms, as to the Author, 
the Form, and, the Exd of each Baptiſm: And, in all theſe Re- 
ſpefts, it is made apparent. that the Baptiſm which was pra- 
tid by Chriſt and the Apoſtles, was not the Bapriſmot John, 

To all theie-clear Arguments the Quakers, without anſwer- 
ng to any of them, do itill inſiſt, That the Water - baptiſm 
which the Apoſt/cs did adminiiter, was no other than John $ Ba- 


-ptiſm. Thar they had no Command tor it ; only did it in Com- 


piiance with the Jews, as Paul circumciyd Timothy, ( Atts xvi. 
2.) And purify'd himſelf in the Tempte,. ( Ads xx1. 21, to 27.) 
But this is all Gratis Dictum ; here 15 not one word of Proof : 
And they might as wel! fay, "That the Apoſtles PxEACHING Was 
only inCompliance with & Jews, and that it was the ſame with 
John's Pht acaixs ; for their Commiſhons to Teach, and to Ba- 
| c both given in the fame Breath, Match. xxvin. 19. Go 
ACu all Nations, BAPTIZING them, &c. 

Now why the Teaching here ſhou'd be Chrift”s, and m__ 
only 
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only Johs's, the Quakers are defir'd to give ſome other Reaſon 
beſides their own Arbitrary Interpretations ; before which ns 
Text in-the Bible, or any other Writing can ſtagd. 

Beſides, I wou'd inform them, That the Greet word wadn- 
T&voele; in this Text, which we Tranſlate Teach, fignities to 
make Diſciples ; ſo that the /iters/, and more proper reading of 
that Text 15, Go, and Diſciple a!! Nations, or make Diſciples of 
them, baptizing them, &C. 

If it be ask*'d, Why we ſhou'd Tranſlate the Word wadSrn- 
Tevaele, Matt, xxviil. 19, by the Word Teach, if it means to 
Diſciple a Man, or make him a Diſciple ? 

[ Anſwer : That Teaching was the Method whereby to Per- 
ſwade a Man, to Convert lim, fo as to make a Diſciple of him. 
zut the Fora: of Admitting him into the Charch, and aQuually to 
make lum a Dyſciple, to give him the Priviledges and Benefits of 
a Diſciple, was by Baptiſm. 

Now the A» les being ſent to Teach Men, in order to make 
them Diſciples ; therefore inſtead of Go, Diſciple Men, we Tran- 
flate it, Go, 1 each, as beinga more Famihar Word, and better 
underſtood in Exzliſb. 

Tho? it both the Greek words uwedyreveals, and BarwliCoke, 
in this Text, were Tranſlated Literally, it would obviate theſe 
Naaker-Objettions more plainly : For then the Words wou'd 
run thus; Go and Admit all Nations to be my Diſciples, by Waſhing 
them with Water, inthe Name of the Father, and of the Son, an4 
of the Holy Ghott. Aidzoxovles, Teaching them to obſerve all 
things whatſoever 1 have commanaed you. 

Here the Word -AuSaoxorles, 1. &. Texching, is plainly di 
{tinguiſhed from wadnmrevoxle, to Diſciple them ; tho? our Ex- 
—_ them both' by rhe Word Teachize, and makes a 
Tautology : Go Teacii all Nations —— Teaching them, 

But, as a Child 1s Admitted into a School beiore it be Teuzht : 
So Children may be Admitted into the Pale of the Church, and be 
made-Diſciples, by Baptzſm, betore they are Tayzht. Which 
ſhews the meaning of theſe two Words, & e. D:/cipling, and 
Teaching, to be different. Becaule, tho? in Perlons Adult, 1 each- 
ing mult go before Diſcipling ; yet in Chilaren (who are within 
the Covenant, as of the Law, to be Admitted at. exphr Days old, 
by Circumciſion ; fo under the Goſpel, by Baptilon) Diſcipling

goes before Teaching : And that Diſcipling is only by B«- 
$1/m, 
: jo to return, The Qazkers are ſo hard put to it, when 
they are preſy'd with that 'Text, Atts x. 47. Can any forbid Wa- 
zer, &c? That they are forced ro make a Suppoſe, (without any 
ground or appearance of 'Truth) "That theſe Words were an 
Anſwer to a Queſtion, And that the Queſtion was, Whether 
they might not be Baptized with John's Baptiſm ? And that this 
procceded from a Fondneſs the Jews had to John's Baptiſin, 
And that the Apoſtle Perey only \Comply'd with them out of 
Condcſcention, as Pas Circumciy'd Tmothy, _ 

Anſ. 1. Cornelius, and thoſe whom Petey Baptized; As x. 
were Gentiles and not Jews : They were Romans,and therefere 
cannot be ſuppoſed to have had any Longing after John's Ba- 
ptifin ; none of them having ever dwn'd it, or having been 
Bapriz'd with it, 

2; The Gentile Converts to Chriſtianity, refus'd to ſubmit to 
the Jewiſh Circumciſion, or any of their Law (Ads xv.) And 
therefore it is not to be imagin'd, that they wou'd be fond of any 
ot the Bapri/ms which were us'd among the Jews. 

3. Evenall the Jews themſelves, no not the Chief and Prin- 
:ipal of them, neither the Phariſees nor Lawyers did ſubmit to 
John's Baptiſm, Labe-vu, 30. 

4. The Erhiopran Eunuch requeſted Baptiſm from Philip, 
"Acts vin.) And it cannot be fuppos'd, that the Erhiopians had 
more knowledge of John's Bapriſav, or regard for it, than the 
Romans, or great part of the Jews themſelves. 

5. Theres no ground to ſuppole that St. Peter's words, Ca 
any Man forbid Water, &c ? were an Anſwer to any Queſtion 
that was asked him. The moſt forcible Affirmation being often 
exprely'd by way of Queſtion. 

Canany Man forbid Water ? That is, No Max can forbid it. 
And for the ſaying, Then Anſwered Peter. "There is nothing 
more familiar in the New Teſtament, than that Expreſſion when 
no Queſtion at all was asked. See Matt. xi. 25, Xi. 38, XVIL. 4. 
xXxii. 1. Mark xi. 14. Xi. 35. XiV. 48. Luke vil. 40. XIV. 3, 4, 5+ 
XX. 51, John V. 17, 19. 


6, Grant- 
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6, Granting a Queſtion was ask*d,and that Cornelias, as well as 
the-Erhiopian, had deſir'd Baptiſm, why muſt this be conſtru'd 
of Johw's Baptiſm ? Eſpecially conſidering, that Peter, in that 
ſame Sermon which Converted Cornelins (AC, x. 37.) told them 
that the Goppel which he Preached unto them, was that which 
was publiſhed, after the Baptiſm which John Preached, What 
Argument was this for Cornelis to return back again to John's 
Baptiſm? Or, it he had deſir'd it, why thowd we think that 
Peter wou'd have Complyd with him ; and not rather have yre- 
prov'd him, and carry*d him beyond it, to the Baptiſm of Chri#t : 
as Paul did (As xix.) to thoſe who had betore receiv*d the 
Baptiſm of John ? 

7. But as to the Compliance which the Quakers wou'd have to 
John's Baptiſm ; and which they compare to PazPs Complyance 
in Circumcifins Timothy : 1 will ſhew the great Diſparity. 


Firſt, The Law was more univerſally receiv'd- than Johz's 
Baptiſm : For many and the Chief of the Jews did not receive 
John's Baptiſm, as above-obſerv'd. 

Secondly, The Law was of much longer ſtanding: John's 
Baptiſm was like a Flaſh of Lizhtning, like the Day-Star, which 
uſher'd in the Sax of Righteouſnef, and then diſappear'd : But 
the Law continu'd during the long Night of Types and Shadows, 
many hundreds of Tears. 

ANON Jos did no Miracle (John x. 41.) But the Lew 
was delivered, and propagated by many Ages of Miracles, "Twas 
enjoyn'd under Penalty of Death, to them and their Poſterittes ; 
whereas John's Baptiſm laſted not one Age, was intended only 
for the Men then preſent, to point out torhem the Meffah, then 
already come,and ready to appear : And no outward Penalties 
were annexed to John's Law; People were only Invited, nor 
Compel”4 to come unto his Baptiſm : But to neglect Cirenm- 
ciſion, was Death, Gen. xvii. 14. Exod. iv. 24. 

The Preaching of John was only a Warning ; let thoſe take 
notice to it that wou'd : 

Whereas the Law was pronounced by the Mouth of God 
Hiraſelf, in Thunder and Lightning, and out of the midſt of rhe 
Fire, upon Mount- Sine, in the Audience of all che People : 
And ſo terrible was the Sight, that Moſes ſaid, I exceedingly fear

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and quake, Reb. xii. 21. For from God's Right Flend went a Fire 
of Law for them, Deut. xxx111,.2, 

. From all theſe Reaſons, we muſt ſippoſe the Jews to be 
much more "Tenacious of the Law, than ol John's Baptiſm; and * 
to bg brought of with greater difthculry from their C:rcurrcifion, 
whiclkhad deſcended down to them all the wav from Abraham, 
430 Years before the Law, (Gal. 111, 17.) than trom John's Ba- 
p:tſm, which was but of Yeſterday ; and never recei\*d by the 
Chict of the Jews. And thcrelore there was much more reaſon 
for Paws Complying with the Jews in the Calc of Circameifion,

than in that of John's Bapriſmr, as the Qratersluppole. 

When Chriit came to tulkl the Law, hc did it with all regard 
to the Law, (Matth. v. 7,118,193 He deffro7d it not with Vio- 
lence, all at once; but falfilPd it leaſurely and by degrees: Ut cum 
bonore Mater Synagoga ſepeliretur. , "The Synagogue was the Mo- 
ther of the Church ; and theretore it was fitting that ſhe ſhow'd 
be Bury'd withrall Decency and Hoxoar, 

Thns was the Reaſon of all thoſe Complyances with the Jews, 

it the beginning, to wear them off, by. degrees, from their Su- 
zer({ition to the Lav, 
— Tho'iathis ſome might Comply too far :. And there want not 
thoſe who think that Pas/”s Circumciſtng of 17morh;, (Afts 
XVi. 3.) was as fanlty a Complzance, as that winch he blanid in 
Peter, (Gal. it.) For that of PasPs is not Commended, inthe 
Vlacc where it is mentioned, 

And now I appcal ro the Reaſon of Mankind, whether Ob- 
icCtions thus pick'd up from ſuch obſcure and uncertain Paſlages, 
vht to overballance plain and poſitive Commands, which are 
both back*d and explain'd by the Pradiſe of the Apoſtles, and 
the Univerſal Church after them ? All wluch I have beforc De- 
munitrated of Baptiſm. 

8. But however the Qnakers may argue from Pau/'s Comply- 
ance with the Jews, the Reader has reaſon ro complain of my 
| Complyance with T hon : For, after all that has been ſaid, there 
| 15 nct one ſingle Word in any Text of the N.T. that does ſo" 
muchas hint at any ſuch thing, as that Peter*s Baptizing of Cor- 
nelizs, Or Philip's Baptizing of the Exnach, was in any fort of ad. 
Compliyence unto John's Baptiſm, This is a perfect F 12ment, Out. 
| of the Quaker's own Brain, without avy Ground or Foundation 

In - . 
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inthe World : And therefore there was no need of Anſwering it 
at all, otherwiſe than co bid the Quakers prove their Aſſertion, 
That theſe Papri/ms were yn Complyance with Jobn's, which 
they couw'd nes cr, have done, - 

\Whereas it is plain from the Words of the Text, (As xvi.3.) 
that Pau/'s Circumciling Timothy, was in Complyance with the 
Tews : It is exprelly fo ſaid, and the Realon of it given, becauſe, 
cho? his Mother-was a Jewef, yet his Farher was a Greek ; and 
therefore, breauſe of the Jews whichwere in thoſe Quarters (lays 
the Tex) hc Circumciſed 7 ;mothy, that theſe Jews might Hear 
and Receive him, which, otherwiſe, they wou'd not have done. 
Now let the Qz4%ers ſhew the like Authority, that the Bapriſms 
of Cornelius, of the Eanuch, and of the Cortuthians, Atts xvini.$. 
(For that too they acknowledge to have been Water-Bapti/m, as 
I will ſhew preſently ) let the Quakers ſhew the like Authority, 
asT have given for the Circamciſion of Timothy'being in Com- 
plyance with the Jews, let them ſhew the like, Hay,that the forefaid 
Baptiſms were in Complyance with John's, and then they will 
have ſomething to ſay. But till rhen, -this Excuſe, or Pat off of 
theirs, is nothing elſe but 2 hopeleſs Shift of a deſperate Cauſe, to 
ſuppoſe, againlt all ſenſe, that theſe Gentiles, (Romans, Ethio- 
»ians, and Corinthians) defird John's Baptiſm, who rejeCted all 
the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Jews.

In- : 
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In Anſwer to this, I will firſt of all premiſe, That a bare 0s 
jefion, without ſome Proof on the other .ſide, does neither ju- 
 ſtifie cheir Cauſe, nor overthrow ours : For when a thing is Pro- 

ved Affirmarively, it cannot be overthrown by Negative Difh- 
culties which may be Objetted. 

You mult diſſolve the Proofs which are brought to ſupport it : 
Nothing elſe will do. 

For what Trath is there ſo evident in the World, againſt 
which no Objeftion can be rais'd ? 

Even the Being of a God has been diſputed againſt by theſe 
fort of Arguments ; that is, by raiſing Objet#ions, and {tarting 
Difficulties, which may not cafily be Anſwer*'d : But while thoſe 
Demoaltrative Arguments, which Prove a God, remain unſha- 
ken, a thouſand Difficulties are no Diſproof. 

And fo, while the Command of Chri#, and the Praftiſe of 
his Apoſtles, and of all the Chriſtian World, in purſuance of that 
Command, are clearly Prov'd, no Diffice/ty trom an obſcure 
Text, can ſhake ſuch a Foundation. 

But I lay down this, only as a General Rule ; becauſe this 
Method is ſo much made uſe of by the Quakers (and others) who 
never think of — you Proofs ; but by railing a great 
Dy# of Objettions, wou'd bury and hide what they cannot Ds/- 
prove, 

I ſay, that I only mind them at preſent, of this fallacious 
Artifice ; for I have no ule for it as to thele Texts objeted, to 
which a very plain and cafic Anſwer can be given. And, 


Firſt, I would obſerve, how the Quakers can underſtand the 
Word Baptize to mean Water-Bapti/m, or no Water-Baptiſm, 
juſt as the Texts ſeem to favour their cauſe, or otherwile. 

For there is no mention of IVatey in cither of the Texts obje- 
Qtcd, only the ſingle word Baptize. And why then mult they 
conſtrue theſe xwo Texts only,- of all the reft in the New Teſta- 
ment, to mean Wazer-Baptiſme * Why ? but only to ſtrain an 
.ObjeHtion out of them againſt Water-Baptiſm ? 

But will they let the Word Baptize ſignitic Water-Paptiſm, in 
other places, as well as in theſe : 


They 
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*They cannot refufe it with any ſhew or colour of Reaſon. 
They muſt not retuſe it in As xviii-$. where the Baptizing of 
Criſpus (mention'd 1n the firſt of the Texts objeQted) 1s record- 
cd. Andthere, it 15 not only faid of Criſps, that he was bapri- 
2cd, but that --4ny of the Corinthians hearing, believed, and were 
baptized. By which, the Quakers cannot deny Water-Bapti/m 
to be meant, fince they conſtrue it ſo, x Cor. i. 14. 


Secondly,We may further obſerve,that in the Text, As xviii.$. 
Criſps 15 only ſaid to have believed, which was thought ſuffict- 
ent to infer, that he was baptized ; which cou'd not- be, unleſs 
all that believed, were baptized ; Which, no doubt, was the 
Caſe, as itis written, As xiii. 48. As many as were ordained to 
eternal Life, believed. And (Ch. ii. 41.) They that received 
the Word, were baptized, And (V. 47.) The Lord added to the 
Church daily ſuch as ſhow'd be ſaved. 

So that this is the Climax or Scale of Religion. As many as 
are ordained to eternal Life do believe: And they that believe, 
are _—_ : And they that are baptized, are added to the 
Church. | 

And to ſhew this received Notion, That whoever did believe 
was baptized, when Pas! met ſome Diſciples who had not heard 
of the Hely Ghoit, Att xx, 3. he did not ask them whether they 
had becn baptized, or not ? He = that for granted, ſince 
they believed. _ Bur he asks, Unto what were ye baptized? Su 
ſing that theF! had been baptized. m" m—_ 


Thirdly, Here then this O6je&ion of the Quakers, has turn'd 
into an invincible Argument againſt them. 

They have, by his yielded the whole Cauſe: For if the 
Bapti/m, 1 Cor. 1. 14, be Water-Baptiſm, then that Baptiſm, 
Atts xviii. 8. muſt be the ſame : And conſequently all the other 
Baptiſms, mention'd in the As, are, as theſe, Water-Bap- 
My 02 alſo. 

But, beſides the Qzakers Conteſſion (for they are unconſtant; 
and may change their Minds) the thing ſhews it ſelf, that the 
Baptiſm mention'd, 1 Cor. 1. 14. was Water-Baptiſm ; becauſe 
Paxl there thanks God, chat hel tized none of them but Crilpus 
ana Gaius, Wouw'd the Apoſtle thank God thas he had RIO 
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ſo few, with the Holy Gho##? Or wou'd he repent of baptizing 
. with the Holy Gho#t? Therefore it muſt be the Water-Bapti/m 
. which was here ſpoke of. 


Fourthly, But now, what is the Reaſon, that he was glad he 
had baptizrd 1» few with Water-Baptiſm ? And he gives the 
Reaſon, in the very next words. (V. 15.) Leit any Rows ſay, 
that I had baptized in nine own Name, What was the occalion 
of this Fear ? It is told from Y, xo. That there were great D-- 
viſions and Contentions among, thelce Corinthians, and that theſe 
were grounded upon tlie Amulation that arole among them, in 
behalt of:their ſeveral Teachers, One was for Pazl, another for 
Apollos, others for Cephas, and others for Chri#. 

This wou'd ſeem, as if the Chriſtian Religion had been con- 
rradictory to it ſelf: 

As it Chri#, and Cephas, and Paul; and Apollos had {et up 
againſt one another : 

As if they had not all taught the ſame Doctrine : 

Asit ove: had preach'd up himſelf, and not Chri#t : 

And had baptized Diſciples, each 1n his own Name, and not in 
Chris; and had begot Followers to himſelf, and not to 
Chriſt, 

To remove this ſo horrible a Scandal, St. Paul argues with 
great zeal, (V. 13.) 1s Chriit divided ? (ſays he) Was Paul 
Crucified for you? Or were ye baptized ty the Name of Paul? I 
thank Goa, that I baptized mone of you but ( riſpus and Gaius 5 leſt 
any ſhould ſay, That I had bapti='d in mine own Name, 

There needs no Application cf this, the Words of the Apoſtle 
are themſelves ſo plain, 

He did notthank God, that they had not been baptized; but 
that He had not done it. 

And this, not forany ſlight to Water-Bapriſm ; but to obviatc 
the Objection of his 64pti217g in bis own Nam:, 


Fitchly, By the way, this is a ſtrong Argument for Water- 
Baptiſm : Becauſe the Inward Baptiſm ot the Spirit, cometh not 
with Opſervation and Shew, but is within us, Lak. xvii. 20, 21. 
Kor 1s it done inany Body's Nam, it is an i7zward Operation up» 
on the Hearr, 


But

But the outward Baptiſm is always done in ſome Name 
or other ; in his Name whole Diſciple you are thereby mads 
and Admitted. X 

Therefore it muſt, of neceſſity, be the outward Baptiſm, of 
which St. Pau/ here ſpeaks ; becauſe it was outwardly Admini- 
ſtred, in ſuchan o«tward Name, And he makes this an Argy- 
ment that he had not made Dz/ciples to himſelf, but to Chri# ; 
becauſe he did not Baptize them in his own Name, but in 
Chriff's. 

Now this had been no Argument, but perfe&t Baxter, if there 
had been no outward Baptiſm, that the People cou'd have both 
ſeen and heard. How otherwiſe cow'd they tell in what Name, 
or no Name they were baptized, it all was Inward and Invi- 

tble ? 

4 But I need not prove what the Qzaters grant and contend for, 
that all this was meant of Water-Baptiſm ; becauſe otherwiſe 
their whole Obzettion, trom thus place, does fall. 


VI. But they wou'd infer as if no great ſtreſs were laid 
upon it ; becaule that few were {o baptized, 

I Anſwer, Thatthere is notlung in the Text which docs in- 
fer, that few of thele Cor:uthians were baptized, 

St. Pal only thanks God, that he himſetf had not Uone ir, 
Except to a few, for the Reaſons before given : But Acts xviii. $, 
it is ſaid, That beſides Cripws, whom Paul himſelf baprized, 
MAN y of the Corinthians were baptized, 

Nay, they were all baptized, as many as believed, as before 
is prov'd. And, in this very place, St. Pau{taking it for grant- 
ed, that all wlio believes, were baptiz'd, which I have ds 
obſerv*d from 1115 Queſtion ro cerrain Diſciples, Afts xix. 3. not 
whewier they were b:7tized, but anto what, i. Cc. In what Name, 
they hadbeen baptized ? So here 1 Cop. i. 13. He does not make 
thc Queſtion, whether they had been baptized? That he rakes 
tor granted. But 2 what ;\ ame, were ye baptized ? Which ſup» 
poles, not only that aff werebaprized, buthkewile that all who 
were baprized, were baptized in ſome outward Name ; aud theres 
lore that it was the Oatward, i. c, Water-Baptiſme. 
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VII. But the ſecond Text objctted, F. 17. is yet tov be ac- 
counted for ; where St. Paal ſays, Chriit {-nr me not to Bap- 
tize, but to Preath the Goſpel, "This he ſaid in juſtification of 
himſelf for having $apriz'd fo few in, that place; for which he 
bleſſes God, becauſe, as it happened, 1t prov'd a great juſttfica- 
tion of his not baptizing in his own Name. 

But then, on the other hand, here wou'd ſeem to be. a Neg. 
lect in him of his Duty : For it it was his Duty to have bap- 
tiz?d them all, and he baptiz'd but a few, here was a great 
Negle&. 

In Anſwer to*this, we find, that there was no Neglect 
in not-baptizing them, for that, not a few but many of the Co- 
rinthians were baptized, Acts xvin. 8. that is, as many as be-. 
Eewed, as betore 1s {hewn. 

But then who was it that baptized thoſe mary ? For St. Paul 
baptized but a few. 

I Anſwer. The Apoſtle employ*d others, under him, to Bap- 
112, 

And he vindicates this, by ſaying, That he was mot ſent to 
Baptize, i, c. principally and chiefly ; that was not the chief part 
\f his Commifion : But the greater and more difficelt part was 
that of Preaching, to Diſpute with, Perſwade and Convert the 
Hexthen World. To this, great Farts, and Conrage, and Mira- 
cxlous Gifts were neceſſary : But to Adminiſter the outward Form 
of Baptiſm ro thoſe who were Converred, had no Difficulty in it ; 
requir*d no great Parts, or Endowments, only a lawful Commiſ- 
fon to Exccure 1t. 
| Andit wou'd have taken up too much of the Apoſtles time, it 
was impoſhble for them to have baptized, with their own Hands, 
tho'c vaſt Muleitudes whom they Converted. ( hr:{zanity had 
reach'd to all Quartersof the then fan World, as tar almoſt, 
aSat this Day, before the Apoſtles lett rhe World. And cou'd 
Twelve Men Baptize the w ole World? Their Progreſ/ was not 
the lcaſt of theix Mrracles : The Bread of Life multiply'd faſter, 
in their Diſtributten of it, than the Loaves by our Saviouk's 
Breaking of them. \ St, Peter Converted about three 7 houſand at 
one Sermon, As ii. 41. And at another time about five Thou- 
ſand, Ch. iv. 4. Mtxtitudesboth of Men and Women. Ch. v. 14. 


Many more than the"ZHpoſtles cow'd have counted ; much more 
than 
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than they cou'd have baptized; for which it they had ſtay'd, 
they had made ſlender Progreſs. No. The Apoſtles were lent, 
as ud Heranlds, to proclaim to all the Earth, to run ſwittly, and 
gather much Prople ; aud not ro ſtay (they cou'd nor ſtay) for 
the baptizing with their own Hands, all that they Converted : 
They left that toy others, whom they had ordain'd to Adminiſter 
it. Yet not {5, as to exclude themlielves; burthey themſclves 
did Baptiz-, where they ſaw occaſion, as St. Paz! here did 
BayTize Cr ifs nd Game, and the Houſe of Stephenas, ſome 
of the Principal of the Cor:nthians, Not that he was oblig'd 
ro have done it himlelf, haviag others ro whom heqmighr have 
leſtit : For he was not /ext, that is, put under the/Neceſfity to 
Baptize with his own Hands, but to Preach, to Convert others, 
that was his prizcipal Province, and which he was not to neg- 
lect, upon the account of baprizing, which others could do as 
well as he, 

But if you will ſo under{tand the Words of his not being /exr, 
1. Cc, that it was not within his Commiſſion, that he was not Im- 
power d by Chri#t, to Baptize, then it wowd have been a Six, 
and great Pre/umption in him, to have baptizedanydbody. 

Nay more. 'This Text, thus underſtood, is flatly contradi- 
Atory ro Matt. xx711, 19. which fays, Go, Baptize ; And this 
ſays, 1 am not ſent to Baptize. 

Thele are contradiQtory, if by, I am not ſent, be underſtood, 
' Thavenot Power or Commiſſion to Baptize. | 

But by, I am not ſent, no more 1s meant in this Text, than 
that Baptizins is not the chief or principal part of my Commiſ/i- 
on. AS it a General were accuſed tor Maſtering and Liſiing Men 
in bis own Name, and not in the Kzng's, and he ſhow'd fay, un 
Vindication of Imfelf, that he had never /ifted any, except ſuch 
and ſuch Officers ; for that he was not Jen to Muſter, or Drill 
Men, or to Exerciſe Troops or Regiments, but to Command the 
Army : Wov'd it follow from hence, that he had not Power to 
Exerciſe a Troop or a Regiment, or that it was not within his 
Commilſion ? Or it a Dotfor oh, Phyſick ſhould lay; That it was 
not his Part to compound Medicines, and make up Drags (that 
was the Apothecary $ Buſineſs) bur ro give ah; jar came” - wou'd 
any Man infer from this, that he might not Compound his own 
Meatcines if he pleag'd?

Or if (tocome nearer) a Profeſſor of Divinity, or a Biſhop 
ſhou'd ſay, That he was not ſent to Teach School; this wou'd 
not imply that he might not Kyep School; nay, he ought, if 
there were noothers to do it : So the Apoſtle of he Gentiles was 
not ſent to ſpend his Time in Baptizing, Viſiting the Sick, or 
other Parts of his Duty, (which others might perform) fo 
as to hinder his great Work in Converting of the Gentiles : 
All of whom he cou'd not Baptize, nor Viſit all their Sick : 
Yet. both theſe were within his Commiſſion, and he mizht 
and did Execute them where he faw occaſion, As it all the 
Sick in London ſhou'd expect to be Viſited by the Biſhop of 
London ; andall the Children ſhowd be brought to be baptized 
by him; he might well ſay, That he was not ſent to Baprize, 
or to Viſit their Sick, but to look after his Epsſcopal F i 
And ſend them for theſe Offces, to others, under ſim + And yet 
this wou'd no ways imply, that theſe Offices were not wihia 
the Epiſcopal Commiſſion ; or that he was not ſent both to Bap- 
tize, and to Viſit the Sick : But only that he was not ſent princ:- 
pally and chiefly to Baptize, or to wi the Sick. 

And asto that Phraſe of being ſent; we find it ugd in this 
lame ſenſe, to mean only being chiefly and principally ſent. 
Thus, Gen. xlv. 8. Jo - laid to his Brethren, It was nor you 
that ſent me hither, but God, It was certainly his Brerhrag who 
ſent him, for they /o/d him into Egype : But it was not They, 
pnn__ and chzefly, but God, who had other and extraoi f/f 
nary Ends 1n it. 

Adam was not deceived (lays the Apoſtle, 1 Tim, ii. 14.) but 
the Woman being deceived, was in the Tranſereſſion. Adam was 
deceived, and fellas well as the Woman; but the meaning is, he 
was not firſt, or principally deceived. 

- Again. As for you who ſtick fo cloſe to the Letter (when it 
ſeemerh to ſerve your turn) Go ye and learn what that meaneth, 1 
WILL HAVE MERCY, AND NOT SACRIFICE, Matt. 1x. 13. 

By which it cannot be underſtood, that God did not require 
Sacrifice ; for he commanded it upon Pain of Death. Yet he lays, 
(Jer. vii. 22.) I pake not unto your Fathers, nor commanded them 
=— concerning Burnt-Offerings, or Sacrifices : But this thing Com- 
manied I them, ſaying, Obey my Voice, &c. according as it 1s 
written, (1 Sam xv.22.) To Qbey is better than Sacrifice. 
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By all which cannot be meant,that God did not Command the 
ews concerning Burnt-Offerinss and Sacrifices (for we know ) 

w particularly they werecommanded) but that the outwer 
Sacrifice was not the chief and prancipa! part of the Command; ' , 
which reſpeCed ch:efly the inward Sacrifice and Circurncifion- of 
the Hearr. : 

Which when they negleQed, and lean'd wholly to the Our- 
ward, then God deteſts their Oblageins; Tha, i. 14. Tour new 
Moons, and your appointed Feaſts my Soul bateth, I am weary to 
. bear them, And he ſays, V. 12. AVbo hath requixed this at your 
Hand ? | 

It was certainly God who had required all theſe things at their 
hands ; but thele outward Performances, (tho' the Negled or A- 
buſe of them was puniſhed with Death) yet they were not the 
chief and principal part of the Command, being intended 
chiefly tor the ſake of the Inward and Spiritzal Part : From which 
when they were ſeparated, they were (like rhe Body, when the 
Soul is gone) a dead and a /oathſome CArCass of Religion : 
And which God is therefore ſaid, not to have commanded, be- 
cauſe he did not Command them without the orher : As he made 
not the Body without the Soel ; yer he made the Boay as well as 
the Soal. 


VIII. And as there is Sou! and Body in Maz, ſo (while 
Man is in the Boaz) there mult be a Sox! and Body of Religion; 
that is, an outward and an imward W OKSH1P, With ur Bodzes 
as well as our Souls, ww 

And as the Separation of Sou! and Body in Man, is called 
Death ; ſos the Separation of the outward and the :nward Part 
of Religion, the Death and Deſtru tion of Religion. 

The outward is the Cask, and the inward is the Wine. The 
Cask 15 no Part of the Wire ; but it you break the Cat, you 
loſe the Wize. . And as certainly, whoever deſtroy the outward 
Inſtitutions of Relzgion, loſe the inward Parts of it too. 

AS is ſadly experienc'd in the Quakers, who, baving thrown 
oft the oarwerd Baptiſm, and the other Sacrament of Chrii®'s 
Death, have, ran x loft the inward thing ſignify'd, which 
is, the PeR50N + L Chri#, as Exiſting without,all other Men, 
and having lo Suffer'd, Roſe, Aſcended, and now, and on _ 
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Sitteth in Heavtn, in his true proper Human Nature, Witnour 
all orher Men. "This the Quakers will not own, (except ſome of 
the New Separation) and this they have loſt, by their Negle& 
of thoſe outward Sacraments, which Chri# appointed for this 
very End (among others) that is, as Remembrances of his 
Death : For it had been morally impoſſible for Men, who had 
conſtantly and with due Reverence, attended theſe holy Sacraments 
of Baptiſm and the Lora”s Supper, ever tolave forgot his Death, 
ſo lively repreſented before their Eyes, and into which they 
were baptezed ; or to have turn'd all into a mcer A#egory, per- 
form'd within every Man's Breait, as thele Qaaters have 
done. 

But the Enemy has perſwaded them to break the Cask,and de- 
ſtroy the Body of Religion ; whereby the Wine is {pitt and the 
Soul of Religion is fled from them : And by neglecting the out- 
ward Part, they have loſt the whole inward, and 1rath of Religt- 
on ; Which isa true Faith inthe OuTwar Þ Chri#, and in the 
Satisfaftion made for our Sins, by his Blood OuTWwArDLY 
ſhed ; and in his Interceſſicn, in our Nature, as our High-Prie#, 
at his Father's Right Hand, now, in Heaven ; into which Holy of 
Holies, He has carry*d his own Blood of Expiation, once ofter'd 
upon the Crof, and preſents it, for ever, as the Aronement and 
full /atisfattion for the Sins of the whole World ; but apply'd 
only by true Faith and Repentance, thereby, becomes tully Ette- 
tual rothe Salvation of every Faithful Peritent. 

This is the only true Chriſtian Faith : And from this the Qua- 
kers have totally fallen ; and that chiefly, by their Mad throw- 
ing off the OuTwarD Guards, Preſervatives, Fences, Sacra- 
ments, and Pledges of Religion. And thoſe Ou TwarD Means 
of Grace, which Chritt has commanded, and given us as the only 
OuTwarxp GrouNDs for our Hope of Glory. For how can that 
Man get to Heaven, who will not go the way that Chr: has 
appointed ; who came down from H-aven, on Purpoſe to ſben 
and /ead us the way thither; yet we will be wiſer than he, hind 
fault with his I=ftitutions, as being too muci: upon the Outward ; 
and think that we can and may Spiriuualize them fzerand make 
the way ſporter than he has done 
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TX. But to return, if the Qzzters cowd find ſuch T-xts 
concerning Baptiſm, as I have ſhewn above concerning Sacrifi- 
ces, as if it were laid, 'That God did mot command Baptilm ; that 
he hated it, and was weary to bear it, that he wonld not have it, &c. 
If ſuch Texts cou'd be found, How wou'd the Quaters triumph ! 
Who wov'd be able to ſtand before them! And yet, if fuch 
were found, they wou'd'prove no more /againſt the oztward 
BayT1$SM, than they did againſt the oztward SAcrxirices, 
je. That it any regarded nothing-elſe in Bapriſmr, than the 
outward Waſhing, it wouw'd be as hateful ro God, as the Jewiſh 
Sacrifices, when they regarded nothing /more in them but the 
Outward. 

And it may betruly ſaid, That God did not Command either 
ſuch Sacrsfices, or ſuch a Bapriſm ; becauſe he commanded nor 
the outward alone, but with reſpect unto, and chzefly for the lake 
of the Inward. 

And, therefore, as all theſe, and other the like Expreſſhons 
in the O/4 Teſtament did not at all tend to the Abolition, only to 
the Refification of the Legal Sacrifices : So, miich lefs, can thar 
ſingle Expreſtion, 1 Cor. 1. 17. of PauPs ſaying (upon the occa- 
ſion,and in the ſenſe above mention'd)that he was not ſent to Bap- 
tize, but to Preach , much leſs can thus infer the Abolirion of Bap- 
tiſm ; being as poſitively commanded, as Sacrifices were under 
the Lew, and as certainly prattigd by the Apoſtles, as the Sacri- 
fices were by the Levitical Prieſts. 


X. Now ſuppoſe that I ſhould deny, that OuTwarD 
Sacrifices were ever commanded ; or, that the Jews did ever pra- 
iſe them : And ſhow'd Intggprer all that is faid of Sacrifees, 
only of the Inward, as the Q»aters do of Baztiſm; and I ſhou'd 
produce the Texts above quoted to prove that God did not com- 
mand vacrifices, which are much more poſitive than that /ang/e 
one which 15 {train'd againſt Baptiſm : I ſay ,ſuppoſe thatT ſhow'd 
be ſo Extravagant as to ſet up ſuch a Notion, what Method (ex- 
cept that of Bea/am, which, in that Caſe, wou'd be moſt pro» 
per) cou'd be taken toconvince me ? And ſuppoſe I ſhou'd gain 
as many Proſehzzes as G. Fox has done : And we ſhou'd boaft

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our Numbers, and Light within, &c. wou'd not this following 
Method be taken with us ? | 

iſt, To ſee how Sacrifices are atually us'd zow in thoſe Parts 
of the World where they do Sacrifice. And being convinc'd that 
theſe do uſe outward Sacrifices, and underſtand the firſt Com- 
mand to Sacrifice, in that ſenſe, to inquire 

2dly, Whether they did not receive this from their Fathers 
ſo upward, to the firſt Inſtitution? And is not this the ſureft 
Rule to find out the meaning of the firit Command? vis. How 
it was «xnderſtood and prattid by thole to whom the Command 
was frit given; and from them, through all Ages lince. Upon 
all which Topicks, the preſent Water-Baptiſm, now i'd, may 
be as much demonſtrated to be the ſame which was pc: d by 
the Apoſtles, and conſequently, which was commaraed |, (brit, 
as the outward Sacrifices can be ſhewn to have been, at hrlt, com- 
manded tothe Jews, and pratti'd by them. 


XIT.. And as for that precarious Plea, before confuted, 
of the Baptiſm which the Apoſtles practisd, being, only a Com» 
plyance with the Jews ; there 1s more Pret#nce to fav. that the 
Jewiſh Sacrifices were in Complyance with tle FH achen \ rerifen 
ces, which were long before the Levitical Law, 

I ſay, there is more Prerence tor this, but not more 7 rh, 
More pretence, becauſe it has been advanced of late, by 
Men of greater Figure than Quak'rs, That the Lewnical 
Sacrifices were commanded by God, in Complyance with the 
Gentile Sacrifices, which were before uſed, | 

But this is a Sabje&t by ir ſelf, I now only ſhew tht: Qrz- 
kers, that there is more ground to fprritualize away Sacrifices 
from the Letter, than Baptiſm ; gyore pretexce for it trom Texts 
of Scripture, and from fome od4 Opinions of lome Learned 
Men. 

And if the Denial of OuTwaArD Sarifices wou'd be coun- 
ted (as the like of Baptiſm: was, when firit ſtarted) to be no- 
thing ſhort'of Madze;;, the continuance of that Diffredtion for 
46 Years together (as in the Cale of Bapri/m) might make it 
more familiar to us, but would abate nothing of the Tmreaſon- 
ablenefs. 

XII. 
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XII. I believe the Reader, by this time, cannot but think 
that I have-taken too much needleſs Pains, in Anſwer to that 
Objeftion of St, Pas/s ſaying that he was not ſent to Baptize, 
but to Preach : But I ſpeak toa ſort of Men, who are us'd to 
Repetitions, and will not take a Hint (unleſs it be on their fide) 
and therefore I enlarge more than I wou'd do, at I were writing 
to any others. But I think I have ſaid enough, even to them, 
to ſhew, that the Meaning of the Apoſtle in this Text, was on» 
ly to prefer the Office of Preaching, before that of Baptizing. 
But I muſt withal defire them to take notice, that the Preac 
inz, that is, Publiſbing of the Goſpel, at firſt to Heathens, was 
a very different thing, and of much greater Veceſity, than thoſe 
ſet Diſcourſes, which we now call Preaching in Chriſtian Audi- 
tories, 


XIII. Let me (to conclude) add one Argument more, from 
this Text, 1 Cor. i. 17. why that Bapriſm , mention'd Matt. 
XXViii. 19, cannot be meant of the Bapri/me with the Holy Gho#t, 
Becauſe if when Chrit ſ:nt his Apoſtles to Baptize, the meanin 
was (as the yg wou'd have it) to Baptize with the Hoty 
Ghoit; then the Apoſtle Paul faid in this Text, 1 Cor. i. 17. 
That he was not /ent to Baptize with the Holy Gho#t, Which 
ſenſe, fince the Quakers will not own, they cannot reconcile 
theſe Texts, without confeſſing, that that Text, Mate. xxviii.19. 
was not meant of the Baptiſm with the Holy Gho#t, and then it 
muſt be meant of the Water-Baptiſm,

Here ket it be minded, that-the Ark is put only as a Type of 
Baptiſm: Therefore Baptiſm is the more worthy, and more nece/= 
ferj. Andto negleQ Bapri/m, is to venture ſwimming in the Des, 
age, without the Ark.

I. HE Words of the Text are theſe. One Lord, one Faith, 

one Baptiſm ; whence the Qzakers argue thus, That 
Water-Baptiſm is one Baptiſm, and the Baptiſm with the Holy 
Gho#, is another B cif becauſe the one 1s the Outward, and 
the other the Izward Baptiſm ; and oxtward and inward are two 
Things : Therefore that theſe muſt, be :wo Baptiſms : which, 
they ſay, is contrary to this Text, that ſays, the Chriſtians have 
—+ or Baptiſm, as they have but ON = Lord, and Ons 
Faith. 


II. I Anſwer. Outward and Inward are Two things ; but yet 
they hinder not the Unity of 5hat which is compoyd of Both, 
Thus Sol and are Two things, and of Nateres the moſt 
different of any T wo things in the World ; yet they hinder 
not the Unity of the Max, who is compogd of Both. Nay, 
it is the Compoſition of theſe Two that makes up the One 
MAN; inſomuch, that when theſe Two are Divided, the Man 
is no more; for it is nothing elſe which we call Death, but 
the Separation of Soul and Body, 

And (as before ſhewn, Se&. VIT. Num. VIII.) while there 
is Soul and Body in Man, there muſt be a Sou! and of Re- 
ligion, that is, an Outward and an Inward Part of Religion : 
And if we deſtroy the Outward, we ſhall loſe the Inward; be- 
cauſe the Outward was deſign'd for the Safety and Preſervati- 
on of the Inward. 

It is true, that the Inward is the Chief and Principal Part, ' 
as of Man, ſo of his Religion : But this does not inter, that 
the Outward is not likewiſe neceſſary, We- are commanded, 
Rom. xii, 1. to Preſent our Bodies 4 [i-:ing Sacrifict, and this is 
calPd our Reaſanable Service. For, is it not Reaſonable, that, 
ſince our Bodes are God's Creatures, as well as our Soals,* He 
ſhould have the Adoration and Service of our Bodies, as well as 
of our Sau/s ? F 2 There 
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There is no Outward or Publick Wo rsH1e but by our Bo- 
dies ; we cannot otherwiſe expreſs the InwarD Devotion and 
Adoration of our Minds. 

And this is ſo Nateral, that whoever has a due Reverence 

and Awe of the Divine Majeſty, cannot help to Expreſs it Our- 
wardly, by the Adoration of his Body, in his Approaches to 
God, even tho* in Private. As our Bleſſed Saviour, in His 
Agony, fell proftrate upon His Face to the Earth. 
And whoever deny the Outward Worſhip to God, or perform 
it fovenly, and carelefly, it is a full Demonſtration that they 
have no Tree and Real Devotion, or Juſt Apprehenſion of the 
Almizhty. 

Therefore the Outward Part of Religion muſt, by no means, 
be let go, becauſe the Inward certainly dies, when the Out- 
ward 15 gone, 

But the Outward and the Inward WorS Hip of God are 
not Two Worſhips, but only .T'wo. Parts of the ſame Wor- 
ſhip. As Soul and Body are not Two Men, but Two Parts of the 
Jame Man ; fo the Adoration of this Oe Man, Oatwardly in his 
| Body, and Inwardly in his Soal, is not Two Worſhips, but 
T wo Parts of the S am tx Worſorp. 


[IT. There is but oxe Faith,. yet this Faith conſiſts of ſeve- 
ral Parts, There is a Faith in God, of which the Heathens do 
partake : There isa Faith in Chriſt, which denominates Men 
Chriſtians : Yet theſe are not Two Faiths in a _ but 
Two Parts of the Sam Ex Faith, There is likewiſe a Faith 
in the Promiſes of the Goſpel 3 and that what is therein Com- 
wanded, 1s from God : And there are Degrees of this Faith, of 
whuch one Chriſtian does partake more than another. And 
yer to Chriſtians there is bur One Faith, 

The Behet of a God, and of Chrift, are Two Faiths or 
Betiefs, becauſe many do Believe a Goa, who do not Believe in 
Chriſt: Yet, in a Chriſtian they are not Two Faiths, bur 
ORE Faith ; becauſe the one, that is, the Faith in Chriſt, does 
ſuppoſe the ather, that is, the Belref of a God ; it only Adds to 
x, and Beilds upon it. And this makes them no more Two 
Fairhs, than building an Houſe a Srory higher makes it T'w ©

As 
little-Reaſon is there to ſay, That there are T w 0' Bapti/ms 
under the Goſpel. See what is before ſaid, Se?, VII Nom. X,

But ſince they have not even this ſmall Pretence againſt it, the 
Conſtant and Uninterrupted Praitice of Baptiſm, in all Chriftian

IT. But it is very wonderful, how any Man cou'd ſhut his 
Eyes ſo hard, as to overſee not only the whole Scope, but the 
very Words of this Text, Can fuch a Blindneſs be other than 
wilful?

11, upon the account of their Incapacity, of whom (that 
is, of Chriſt and Melchiſedec) we have many things to ſay, and bard 
to be uttered, jering ye are dull of hearing : For when F the time 
ye ought to be Teachers, ye have need that one teach you again, which 
be the firſt Principles of the Oracles of God. Then he goes on to 
proyoke them to a further Proficiency in the words of theText we 
are now conſidering, Therefore (ſays he) leaving the Principles 
of the Doitrin of Chriſt, let us go on anto Perfettion, not ow 
again the Foundation of Repentance from dead Works, and Lich 
towards God, of the Doftrin of —_— and of laying ow of Hands, .

Here is the Do&trine of Baproſm placed in the very Heart 
of the Fundamentals of Chriſtianity; yet the Quakers would 
filch it out from amongſt all the reſt, and it alone to 
the Ceremonials ot the Law ſpoken of in the former Chapter.

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This is the Chriftian Faith ; or Faith in God through Chrif. 
But the Quaters fay, That they can come to God 
Immediately, without the Mediation of Chriſt, and 
therefore they do not Pray to Chriſt, whom they 
atterly deny to be that Perion who ſuffer d for them upon the 
Croſs; as Mr. Penn in his Serious Apology, P. 146. 

They make Chriit to be nothing elle than what they call 
The Light within ; which, they ſay, is ſufficient of itſelf, with- 
our any thing elſe, to bring us to God; and that whoever fol- 
lows it, needs ne other Help. 

Now they fay, That all the Heathen, every Man that is born 
into the World, has this Light within, that is, Chriit ; and, that 
this Light within is ſufficient for his Salvation, without any 
thing elſe : Whereby they take away any Neceſlity of an Our- 
ward Chrift to dye for our Sins, and make the Heathen Faith as 

as the Chri/tian : And therefore they have taken away that 
briſtian Faith towards God, which is the Second of the Princi- 
ples mention'd in this Texe, The Third is Bapriſms, which they 
openly diſclaim. The Fourth is, the ſaying on of Hands, that 
is, the Ordination, Confirmation, and Abſolation of the Charch, 
which are all perform'd by laying on of Hands, And how 
much ſoever the Quakers and others do deſpiſe them, yet the 
Apoſtle here reckons them among the Fendamentals : For the 
Government and Diſcipline of the Charch are Eſſeatial+o it, as it 
is a Society, it could not otherwiſe be a Socrery. The Sin of 
Kprah was nothing but concerningChurch-Government. 
And Aaron's Rod that Pudded, in confirmation of his N16 
Prieſthood, was ordained to be kept for ever in the jo 
Ark, for a Token againſt the Rebels ; fo are they call'd, who 
RebePd againft that Prieſthood which God had then appointed 
by Moſes ; and the Sin cannot be leſs to Rebe/ againſt that 
Prieſthood which Chrift himſelf appointed, Which 1s ſhewn 
more at large in the _ mention'd in the Advertiſement. 

Now if Aaron's Rod, that is, Charch-Government, was one of 
the Three ſacred tams which were ordain'd to be kept in 
the Ark, why ſhould we wonder to ſee it here placed among 
the Fuxdementals of Chriſtianity ?

Tell it 
wnto the Church, to extend to Matters of Faith and Worſbip, 
as well as to Private Injaries or Offences amongſt Chriſte 
ans, That Chriſt (ſays he) as well gave His Church Power to Re- 
ject as to-Try Spirits, us not hard to prove. That notable Paſſage, 
Go, tell the Church,- does. it ro our hand : For if in caſe of pri» 
wvate Offence betwixt Brethren, the Church is made Abſolute Judge, 
from whom there is no Appeal in this World ; how much more in any 
the leait caſe that concerns the NATURE, BEING, FAITH, and 
Wore of the Church her ſelf ? | 

Bur the Caſe was quite alrer'd when he came to Anſwer that 
ſame Text, as urged againſt the Quakers by the Chuerch ; which 
he does in his Adarefi ro Proteſtants, p. 152, 153, & 154. of the 
Second Edition in Oftavo, printed 1692.

-whom Chri# gave his Holy Supper, as much as in the Hearts of 
: the Nuakers now ? Was he not Come SpirITUALLY to Paul, af- 
-ter his Converſion? And before his Command,above quoted, of 
* continving thePraQtice of the Lord's Swpper, till his Coming ? 

Tf- they ſay, That this was only to have it centinu'd to thoſe 
weaker Chriſtians, who had not Chriſt thoroughly formed in their 
Hearts. 

Firſt, Who can ſay, That Chriſt is rhoroughly formed in his 
\Heart ? May there not be greater and greater Degrees of the In- 
ſpirarion of Chriſt in our Hearts? And can we ever come to the 
'End of it, ſo as to nced no further Inſpiration, or Coming of 
Chriſt within us? Therefore Chriſt's Inward Coming is always 
to be expefted. His further and further Coming and Inſpi- 


Bur if that Coming, which the Quakers wou'd make to be the 

{Determination of the Oarward Inſtitution of the Lord's Supper, 
be the Lea# Deopree of his —_— then pRCn__— nay, ac- 
cording to the Drakevs every Man in the World, not only is, 
but always was exempted from the Obſervation of that Infbins. 
tion ;| becauſe the Quakers do own, That every Man in the 
World has, and ever had the Light within, which they make to 
be Chri#, at leaſt, -an Jnflvence and Inſpiration from Chriit ; and 
ſoto be a Coming, or Fee/exce of his in the Heart : And there- 
fore, by this Rule, Chriſt is Come to every Man, in ſome Degree 
or other : And, if there be not ſome ſtenting, or aſcertaining of 
this Dreree, then Chriit was always 10 Come to All,as to make the 
-Inſtitution of the Lore's Sapper uiclels, at all Times, to All, Nay, 
it was exded, Þctore it begay, For, it lus Inward Coming docs 
end it, it cou'd never begin, becauſe lie was always 10 Inwardly 
Come. 

Bur if there are ſome Decrees of his Coming fo weak as to need 
the Help of the Ourward I:/tirution, to which, God has annexed 
the Promiſe of his Grace, when duly Adminiſrred, and Recern'd, 
then theſe Degrees muſt be known, ciſe thoſe may be Ws 
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of the Benefit of Fey yo bay ny lg of it : And thoſe are 
they who think it leaſt, 

py or + The Quiters do not always pretend, all of them, 
tothe ſame Degrees of Perfettion (if there be Degrees in Perſetti- 
on) they be ſenſible fomerimes (at leaſt others are) of 
the many Weakneſſes of ſome of their Number: Why then do 
they not allow the'Lor#s Sapper to thole Weaker ones ? Elſe they 
mult ſay, "That it was pget4atended for the Weak more than for 
the Srrong:” And fo, fhatrhe Inftitztion and Prattiſe of it, b 
Chrijt and his Apoſtles, was wholly «ſcleff, and to no pr br 
And that all thoſe high Things faid of it, Thatit is the Commu- 
»ion of the Body and Blcod of Chriit, 1 Cor. x. 15, And Chriff's 
own Words, T his is my Body : ' And theretore, that the receiv- 
ing it unworthily, is being Guilty of the Body and Blood of the 
Lord : "That therefore we ſhou'd approach to it, with the great- 
elt Reverence and Preparation,to Examine our ſelves Gricully and 
diligently, that we may receive it with pure Hearts and Minds : 
And the Dreadful Judgments which do attend the Neg/etF, or 
Abuſe of it, not only ſundry Diſcafes, and divers kinds of Deaths, 
but Damnation, 1 Cor. xi. from Ver. 27, I fay all theſe were 
Words thrown into the Air, of no Meaning, nor Import at all, 
if the Quaker Interpretation be true, which makes nothing at 
all of the Lord's Supper, but renders it wholly Precaricas and In- 
ſignificant, even art the time of its Inſtitution ; and now to be 
hurtful and pernicious, as drawing Men from the Sabſtance, to 
meer Shadows ; for they make of it #0 more / 


IV, But I wou'd beſcech them to conſider how much more 
highly God does value it; and how Material a part of his Re- 
Iigion he does make it : For when St. Paul was taught the Faith 
immediately trom Heaven, and not trom thoſe who were Apo- 
[tles betore Lim (as he tells us, Gal. 1, 16, 17.) Chriit tovk care 
to inftruct him as to this of rhe Lord's Supper particularly. And 
he preſſes it upon the Corinthians, as having recen & it trom 
God. For I heve recerved of the Lord (lays lic, 1 Cor. xi. 23.) 
that which alſo I delivered anto you, that the Lord Jeſus, the ſame 
Night in which he was Betrayed, tock Bread, &c. and \o goes on 
to relate the whole Inffiration of the Lord's Supper,and the migh- 
ty Conlequences, the Benefits and Advantages of it ; the Exa- 
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mination preparatgry to it ; and the Vengeance both Temporal and 
Erernal, which was due to the Contempt of 'ir.) 

This ſhews, that Chr: did not Inſtitute this Holy Sacrament 
by Chance. Ir was the laſt Att of his Life ; and his Dying Be- 
gee#t to his Church; AlPd with all his Bleffngs, and carrying with 
it, to the Worthy Receivers, the whole Merits, and Perc gc of 
his Deate and Paſſion, the Remiſſion of our Size, and full Title 
to Heaven ! Brethren,] ſpeak after the Manner of Men ; 
the it be but a May's Teflament, yet, if it be m_—_ 
mo Man diſannulleth, or addeth thereto, How much leſs then 
canany Man take upon lum to dz/annal this ait Will and Tefts- 
ment of Chri;Ps, which he has left to his Charch ; and Bequeath- 
ed it to her with His Dyizg Breath ! 

This was the Reaſon that it was not only ſo particularly Re- 
corded by the ſeveral Ewangeliſts in the Goſpels ; but when 
St. Paul was taught Immediately from Heaven,this moſt Mate- 
rial Inſtitation was not forgot,but Chri# Himſelf inſtrutted him 
in it; ro ſhew the,great Streſs and Value which He laid uponit. 

And let this ſuffice, to have ſaid 1n this place, concerning this 
other Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. Its Inſtitution is as Plain 
and Exprels as that of a Þ# And the Praiſe of it, in the 
Days of the Apoſtles, and all Ages fince has been as Univerſal, 
And what has been ſaid of Baprsſm, is of Equal Force as to this : 
And the Quaker Arguments againſt this, are upon the ſame 
Foundation as thoſe againſt Baptz/m ; only they have not ſo ma- 
ny Objettions againſt this : Theretore I have made Baptiſm the 
chief Subje& of this Diſcourſe ; yet ſo, as likewiſe ro Include 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. Therefore we will go on to 
conſider what remains of the preſent Objettion (which Mili- 
rates equally againſt both) that there are no Signs under the 
Goſpel,

V. And here let me obſcrve, 

Firit, That theſe Sizns and Figures which the Quakers make 
Incompatible to the Goſpel State, ought only to be underſtood of 
the Signs and Figures inthe Law, which were ordain'd as Types 
of Chri#. Aud of theſe it 15 truly argu'd, That when Chri#, 
who is the Subſtarice, is come, they mult ceaſe of courſe ; which 
Argument the Quakers bring againlt the Signs and c_ 

' wWw 
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which' Chri# did Inftirute under the Goſpe/. But how foreign 
this is from their purpoſe, let any one judge. For thoſe Sizns 
and Figeres which were appointed by Chr:, cou'd not be Types 
of Chri# ; becauſe a Type 15 what goes before a Thing,and ſhews 
it ocome, And therefore, when thar which it forefions 1s come, 
it ceaſes. Bur, as there were Types under the Law to foreſbew 
Chriſt's coming in the Fleſb, and his Sacrifice upon the Croff, 
which therefore are ceaſed ; ſo Chri# has appointed other Types 
to foreſhew his ſecond coming to Judge the World ; and which 
therefore muſt laſt till he ſhall ſocome, as the Types of his fir# 
coming did laſt, till he did ſo come. The Sacrzfices under the 
Law, did prefigure the Death of Chri#t ; but the Sacraments un- 
der the Goſpel, were Inſtiruted in Remembrance of it ; as well as 
for Types of our furure Union with him in Heaven, Therefore 
the ſame Reaſon which makes the Legal Types to ceaſe, does in- 
fer, That the Evangelical Types mult zot ceaſe, till they likewiſe 
ſhall be falfilled ; which will not be till we arrive at Heever. 
Thus, as they are Types. And then, 

Secondly, As they are Remembrances of what is paſt, they are 
to laſt as long as the Remembrance of that which they Repreſent 
ought to laſt with us. Chri# did not Inſtitute his Supper, that 
we ſhou'd thereby Remember his Death, a Day, or a Tear, but till 
his Coming acain, His Death took his Perſona! Preſence from 
us ; and therefore till that Return, we muſt continue the Re- 
membrance, that is, of his Abſence, till the Glorious Return of 
his Viſible Body, which was ſeparated from us by his Death. 

Thus no advantage can be brought to the Guaker Pretences 
againſt the Chriſtian Sacraments, trom the Sacrifices and other 
Sens or Figures under the Law. 


VI. We come now to Examine, what they fer up againlt a- 
ny Signs or Figures under the Goſpel, from another Topick ; 
and that is, That the Goſpel is all S«bſtance, and therefore that 
there muſt be no Szgz or Feare at all in it. 

Anſw. By Subſtance here they mean that which is Inward, or 
Spiritzal, that every thing in the Goſpel is Spiritual. 

But this will overthrow all ant or Bc..,!y Worſhip. For 
that is diſtinguiſhed from Spiritual, or Inward Worlhip.

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And, inone ſenſe, all Bodzly oa Szzn or \ Figey of 


the Inward, or Spiritual ; which is the Prixcipsland antial 
Worſhip. "Tims Bowing the Kee, or Uncovering the Had at 
Prayer, are Sigas or Figures of the Inward Reverence and Denoti- 
oz of the Heart, | 

And this the Quakers praQliſe ; therefore, by their own Ar- 
gument, they have Signs and, Figures ag well as others; only 
they throw off thoſe of Chrii's Inſtitution, and make new ones 
of their own, 

It i impoſſible ro be without Sizns and Figures, For this 
whole World is a Frgere of that winch is to come. We our 
ſelves are Fizzres of God, being Images of him : And what isan 
Image but the Figure or Syn of a Thing? Chriſt is a Figure of God, 
being the Expreſs Imaze of his Perſon Hobs And we now have 
the Knowledge of God 7» the Face of Jeſus Ehriit. God isa Light 
Inacceſlible to 4n2els,as well as unto Men,without ſome Medium: 
His Eſſence cannor be ſecn or known Immediately, by any but 
Himſelf. All Creatures partake of him in Signs and Fi2wres of him ; 
each in their ſeveral Degrees ; there are Higher and more Noble 
Fizures ; but all are Figures. And God has, in all Ages, through 
the World, Diſpenſed himſelf ro Mankind in Stensand Figures ; 
we cou'd nor otherwiſe apprehend Him, Chri## is the molt No- 
ble and Lively Fizare of God : Therefore his Diſpenſation is far 
beyond all others that went before him, Yet even now, MH 
ſee through a Glaſf darkly, 1 Cor. xtu. 12. or, in « Ridale ; as our 
Margent reads it, © «niy;7, ina Figure, 

W hat is the Bib/erhat weread, what are Words but the S:z- 
natures, the Signs or Figures of Things? We can ice the Eſſence 
of no one thing in the World, more than of God. And what 
arc all thoſe Accidents of Colcar, Quantity and Qaaliry, by which 
we diftinguiſh Things, but ſo 'many Figures, or Signs of 
them * 

So very wild iz that Nocion, that there mult be no Signs or 
Figures under the Goſpel ! 

{t would be much 7 rzer, if they had ſaid, That there are no- 
thing el{c bur Signs and Figeres : There ts nothing elie withour 
a Frgwre but Goa ! For all Creatares are Figures of Him, Chriit, 
the Highelt. 


But 
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But have the Quakers no Figares? G. Fox in his Saul's Er- 
rand, p. 14; ſays, That Chri#fs Fleſh is 2 Figere, They call the 
Body of Chri#t generally, a Figare, a Vail, a Garment. Then 
either they have none of it, or they have Figeres. 

Richard Hubberthorn wrote, That ChriſPs com-. Snake in the 
ing in the Fleſb was but a Figare : He meant of eng > uy Fart, 
the Inward coming of Chri#, or the Light in the "® 
Heart, which they call the Sub/axce and the Myfery ;. of which 
Chriit's Outward coming inthe Fleſh, they ſay, was but a Shadow, 
or the Hiſtory (to uſe their own words.) G. Fox made a great 
Myſtery, or Greer of his Marriage, which, he faid, 

4s above the State of the fir t Adam, in his In- 2d Bart, p. 43 
nocency ; in the State of the ſecond Adam that me- 
ver fell, He wrore, in one of his General Epifles to the Churches, 
(which were read, and valu'd by che Quakers, more than 
St, PasPs,) "hat his Marriage was a Figere of the Church com- 
ing out of the WildernefS. This, it deny'd, I can Vouch unde- 
niably, but it will not be deny*d, tho? it be not Printed with the 
reſt of his Epiſtles, but I have it from ſome that read it often. 
But why was it not Printed * That was a ſad Story. But take 
it thus. He Marry'd one Margarer Fell, a Widdow, of about 
'[ hreeſcore Years of Age; and this Figere of the Charch muſt 
not be Barren, therefore, tho* ſhe was paſt Child-bearing, ir 
was expected, that, as Sar4h, ſhe ſhou'd miraculouſly Conceive, 

and bring forth an 1/azc ; which G. Fox promis'd and boaſted 
of , and ſome that I know have heard him do it, more tlian 
once. She was call'd, The Lamb's Wife, And it was faid a- 
mongſt rhe Qzaters, That the Lamb had now taken his Wife, 
and ſhe wou'd bring forth an Holy Seed. And Big ſhe grew, 
and all things were provided for the Lying in; and, he, 
being perlwaded of it, gave notice to the Churches, as above 
oblerv*d. Bur, after long waiting, all prov'd Abortive, and 
the Figare w2s [poiPd. And now ms may guels the Reaſon, 
why that Epr/tle which menrtion'd this Figere,was not Printcd. 
{| wou'd have brought nothing into this Diſcourſe chat looks 
like a-Jei#t ; bur they have compelled me. And it may be of 
uſe tothem, to ſhew them, that while they throw off the S4- 
craments Of Chriit's Inſtitution, upon the Pretence that there 
maſt be no Signs or Figarcs under the Goſpel, they, at the ſame 
tir 
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time, make Ridiculous Signs and Figures of G. Fox, and his 
Fantaſtical Marriage ; and of ſeveral other things ; every thing 
almoſt among them, is a Sign or Figere of ſomething to come 
upon the World, How many of their Ly:ng Prophets have 
calld themſelves Signs to the Men of their Generation, as the 
Holy Prophets were in their Day ? 


VII. There have been Ostward Signs, in all the Inſtirutions 
of Religion, ſince the beginning of the World ; as well before, 
as uxder the Law, and now under the Goſpe/. Only they have 
been wary, or Ended according to what they przhgur'd. Thus 
thoſe S7exs which had no further Tendency, than to point out 
what Chr:it did or ſufter'd upon Earth, are fulfiPd and there- 
tore Ended. 

But there were ſome Signs, which, though they pointed to 
Chri;t upon Earth, had yeta further Tendency : For Sizzs may 
be appointed to more Ends than one. Thus the Inſtirution of 
the Sabbath was appointed for the Commemoration of God's 
Re# from the Works of the Creation, Gen.ii.3. and Exod.xx.11. 
and likewiſe the reſt of the Children of I/rae/ (who were the 
Type of the Church) from their Captivity and Slavery in Egypt, 
Det. v. 15. (whichexpreſles the Servitude of Six and Hell) and 
their final Re# in Canaan (the Typeof Heaven) after their for- 
ty Years wandering in the Wildernef, (which repreſent the La- 
bours of this Life.) But this was not the Ultimare Re#, or Sab- 
bath, Heb. iv. 18. For if Joſhua had given them Reſt, then 
wou'd he not afterward have my of another Day ; there remain- 
eth therefore mx barmuic, the keeping of a Sabbath (which ſignifies 
Re#) to the People of God, For he that « entred into his Reſt, he 
«lſo hath ceaſed from his own Works, as God did from bu. Thus 
Chri#t,as he {utfered the 6th Day of the Week,the ſame Day that 
Man was created, and fell; fo, on the ſame Day on which God 
Reſtcd from his Work of Creation, viz. the 7th Day, did Chri#t 
Reſt in his Grave,from his Work of Redemption. And there is yet 
a farther Reſt or Sabbath beyond this ; aud that is, the Eternal 
Reſt in Heaven, Heb. iv. 11. Let us {abcar therefore to enter anto 
that Reſt. 

Now, though ſeveral Significations of the Sabbath are alrea- 
dy paſt, as the Deliverance out of Egypt ; the Entrance into 
Canaan ; 
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Canaan; and the Reft of Chrift, in his Grave : Yet there bein 
-one behind, that is the Sabbath of Heaven, therefore do we ſti 
keep the Sabbath as a Type of it. 

But there is another Reaſon for the Continuance of the Sab- 
bath ; and that is, That it was not only ordained as a Type of 
Things to:come ; but asa Commemoration of what was paſt, 
' viz, Of God's Reſt from his Works of Creation. And, by the 
Alteration of the Day of the Sabbath, it ſerves likewiſe ro us 
CE ; asa Commemoration of the Reſarrettion of Chriſt, 
and his Conqueſt over the Powers of Death and Hell. It was 
the frf Day in which Light was created; and Chrift (who is 
our True Light, of which the Viſible Lizht is but a Shadow, and 
was ordain'd asa Type) Aroſe from the Dead, the ſame Dey ; 
and gave Light to thoſe who ſat in Darknef, and the Shadow of 
Death, by t Joyful Tidingsof our Redemption from Hell, and 
Eternal Blifin Heaven ! 

Now lo long as the Works of our Creation and Redemption 
are to be kept in Memory, ſo long is the Sabbath to continue, as 
a Commemoration of theſe Ineftimable Benefits. 

And, by the ſame Reaſon, ſo long as we qgught to comme- 

morate the Death and Paſſion of our Lord; 'y long ought the 
Sacrament of it to continue ; whuch he Inſtituted in Remem- 
brance of it; and commanded it to be continu'd till his Coming 
again. 
- Thus you ſee that there are Signs under the Goſpel ; not only 
therwo Sacraments of the Church (which flowed diſtin&ly out 
of Chrifs Side, after his Death, upon the Croff ) but that the 
—_— does ſtill retain the Signs of Commemoration, which have 
deicended down to us all the way from the Creation: And like- 
wile ſuch Signs or Types as have yet a Profſpet forward, and 
are not wholly tulfilPd, 

And 3dly, The Signs of Preſent Signification, as the outward 
Acts of Worſhip : To which we are as much, nay more ſtrict- 
ly obliged under the Goel, than they were under the Law. As 
St, Ireneus argues, (adverſ. Here). |. 4. C. 34.) That the man- 
ner of Worſhip, as of Sacrifices, is chang'd : bur not the Wor- 
ſvip aboliſhed. Non Genus oblationis Reprobarum ett, oblationes 
enim & illic, oblationes autem & hic : Sacrificia in Populo, Sa- 
erificia & in Eccleſia ; ſed Species Immut ata et tantum; 1. e. . 
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'Kjnd or Natare of the Offering is not Aboliſbed ; for there were 
Off rings under the Law, and there are Offerings allo under the 

oſpel : there were Sacrifices among the People of the Jews. 
There are Sacrifices likewiſe in the Church > but the Species or 
Manner of them only is changed, viz. Thar ſome Szcrifices 
under the Law were Bloody, as Prefiguring the Death of Chri : 
and therefore that Sort or Manner of Corr ifcing is cea/ex, becauſe 
FalfilPd in the Death of Chriit : But their Un-bloody Sacrifices, 
and Oblations, as of Tythes, and other Offerings Remaia ſtill a- 
mong Chriſtians : and are Signs, as much as they were under 
the Lav, The catward Hi orſbip of God mult be by Aftions pro- 
ire. v4, Per and ſignificant. Nihil enim Otioſum, nec ſine f1zno, 

I mee fine Argumento apud exm. i.e, For there is nothi 

Empty, nor without a Sign, nor without Signification in the Wor- 
ſhip of God. And, in the very next words, he applies this ro 
Tythes. Et propter hoc illi quidem Decimas —— And for this 
reaſon the Jews paid Tythes, wiz. as a Sign of their Dependence 
upon God, and having Receiv'd All from Him : And in Hopes 
of their Receiving More trom Him. Sed nos omnis-—— But 
the Chriſtians, inſtead of a Tenrb Part, which the Jews gave, 
Give All that they have, becauſe (lays he) they have a 7 nt 
Hope. And, ch. 27. ſhewing how Chri# did Herghten the Law, 
as, inſtead of Adultery, to torbid La#; inſtead of Murder, to 
forbid Anger; and, inſtead of giving the Ty:he, commanding 
to fell A: And this, ſays he, « mot 4 Diſſolving of the Lav, 
Mareh.v.1n 1s, O88 Emlarging it. So that no Part of the Lay is 

mn Deſtroyd; and All is not FalflPd; and ſince Al 
muſt be Fulfi[Pd, it follows, that what is not yet Falfi/Pd, muſt 
yet Remain: And Many of the Signs in the Law not being 
FulfilPd in Chris Death, nor ever to be Fulfid while we Live 
upon this Earth, conſequently do Remain, and muſt fo Remain 
to the End of the World. So that the Goppel has Signs as well 
as the Law ; and, in Great Part, the ſame Srgns; with other 
Sacramental Signs added by Chri#t, which are thoſe of which 
we now Treat, Baptiſm, and The Sapper of The Lord. 


VIII. And let us Refleft, that ever ſince God made outward 
Things, and gave us this Body, as the Soul dues alt by rhe Me- 
diation of the Body ; ſo has God -ordain'd, that his Gifts and 
Graces 
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Grates ſhall be convey*d to us A. Outward Signs and Means. 

Chriſt usd outward Signs and Means for his Miraculous Cares ; 
to ſhew, that tho? the Yertue did not come from the Meazs, yet 
that they were of Uſe, and not to be Deſpiled. 

'But why do we ſay, that the Yertue does not come from the 
Means ? We fay ſo, when we cannot tell the Reaſon and Man- 
ner how the Means work their Efe#?, and can wetell it, in thoſe 
which we call Natzra! Means? No ſurely, we know only by 

ervetion, and Experience; and what often comes to ra ,we 
call it Nateral, as heing the common Courle of Things ; not 
that we know the Reaſon of it, more than of thoſe Occurrences 
which we callMiraculows and Extraordinary. 

Man doth not live by Bread alone, but b Yy every HW 'ord that pro- 
ceedeth out of the Mouth of God. 

Bread has no Vertue of its own to xowriſh ; but only what it 
receives from God : And if he give his Vertze (for it is His only) 
toa Stone; orany thingelſe, it will zouriſh: And Bread will, 
and does ceaſe to nouriſh, when he withdraws his Bleſing from 
It. 

Therefore the Spittle of Chriſt andthe Clay, the Waters of 
Siloam and Betheſda, and the Brazen-Serpent had as great Ver- 
rue to-Cure, when they were Appointed 4 God, as Bread has to 
nouriſh ; and the Vertue came as much from Them, as it does 
from the Bread, in our Daily Food, | 

Now, if the Brazen-Serpent, which was but a Type of Chri#t, 
had Vertue to Cure the Body; ſhall we deny that the Bread, 
which Chri# bleſſed, for the Rem:i/ion of Sin, has Vertue to 
work that EfteCt ? 

He whoſe ſingle Fiat made the Worlds, and whoſe Influence 
Rives Power to all Things, and makes them what they are ; he 

1id of, that Bleſſed Bread, Tris is wy Bopy. And his Holy 
Apoſtle faid of it, The Bread which we break, is it not the Commu- 
nion of the Body of Chriſt ? And do we doubt, how it works 
this Effet ? Dare we RejeCt it, becauſe it ſeems ſtrange to us, 
how it ſhou'd work this Efteft, who know as little how our 
Daily Bread does nourith our Bodies ? Do we object our Igno- 
rance how a Man can be Born of Water and the Spirit, whocan 
giveas ſhort an Account how we are formed, of a drop of Wa- 
zer, in the Womb ; and by what Ligaments ſuch different Ns- 
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fwres a3 Soul and Body,are compaRted and linked ? How 

can we wan; Faith in Chriſt, and yet not believe his 
Woras, uſc of the ſeeming difficulty to our U | 

& ho know nothing) of the Metbod and Manurr, how He can 
Wing, HEM tO Pals ! 

Ac cording toour Faith it will be untous. Therefore let us 
Humble our Souls greatly, and imitate the Holy Angels (tar 
more Exlightnedthan we are) who vail their Faces before God ;

10. from that Charch, which the Queters 
do vilifie and trample wnder their feet ; as thinking it uncapable 
to teach them any thing, or to adminiſter to them the Sacra» 
mentswhich Chrift has commanded. 

But becauſe the Diſpute will ariſe which that Church is, in the. 
miſerable Diviſions of Chriftesdow, and amongſt the various 
forts of the Pretenders to it, I bave in the Diſcourſe mention'd

rall vr 0 of eager Generally, that is, in the General 
and Common which are ibed in the Goppel, For 
no Body will pretend to Limit Goo ; as if Hs cou'd not ſave by 
what Means and Methods Hz pleaſes. But we are ty'd up to 
thoſe Rales which Hz has Preſcribed to Us : Yet We muſt not 
Tie Him upto thoſe Rales, to which Hz has Ty'd Vs. 

But who are they who have Reaſon to God's Extreor- 
dinary Mercies, out of the Common of Salvation; and 
to be made Pariakers of the I»werd, without the Outward Bap- 
tiſm ? 


"I. Thoſe who being conſcientiouſly concern'd for the Ot» 
ward, yet cannot obtain ir, through the Want of a Minifter of 
Chriit, Lawtully Ordain'd to Adminiſter it ; - as in T arkey, 
Africa, &C, 

Theſe are under an Imwincible Neceſſity : And their Earne7t 
Deſires (I doubt not) will be accepted by God; and the Spirs- 
rval Baptiſm be conſer*d upon them, without the Outward. . 


IT. Thoſe who have been Bapeifed by Perſons, not lawfully 
Ordain'd, and conſequently they have receiv'd »o Baptiſm, ha- 
ving receiv'd it from thoſe who had no Commiſſiog to Admin- 
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er it ; but who were Guilty of the Higheſt Sacrilege, in Uſi 
| jo ſuch a Sacred Commiſſion, not Lawfully Dera to hom 
by a Swcceſſove Ordination from the —_ Boryer, t ha 
General Corruption of the Times, tuch Bapriſms are ſuffer'd to 
paſs, whereby the Perſons ſo Baprized, ſwiming down the 
Stream, do think their Bapriſns to be valid, and therefore ſeek 
not for a Re-Baptization from thoſe who are truly Empowred to 
Adminiſterit., Ifay, Where no ſuch Re-Baprization istaught, 
and thereby the People know nothing of it ; in ſuch Caſe, their 
Jenorance is, in a Manner, Invincible; and their Sixcerity and 
Devotion in Receiving No Sacraments, yet thinking them Trae 
Sacraments, may be Accepted by God, and the Inward Grace 
confer'd, and the Defe#s in the Qutward and Viſible Signs may 
be Pardowd. 

But neither of theſe Caſes does reach thoſe, who zegled#, the 
Outward Meens, upon Pretence of Inward Perfeition without 
them, Theſe Defiſe the Ordinance of Chri#, and make them- 
ſelves Wiſer than He ; as if He had — Means either Un- 
neceſſary, or Ineffettual to the Exds tor which they were in- 
tended ! 

And I deſire theſe to conſider the Great Neceſſity there is for 
Water-Baptiſm, as before Explain'd.
